"OPENING THE BOOKS.” 
The volume issued bv the Democratic 
National Committee that is to shake Re­ 
publicans out of their Lives, is entitled 
“ Opening the Books.”

Yet all the losses in the 
two terms of Mr. Lincoln’s administration 
amounted to but 70 cents on each 81,000 
money handled both by way of receipt 
and of expenditure. 
Nor does this won­ 
derful Democratic bombshell show another 
vital fact, to wit—that while the receipts 
and disbursements of the Government be­ 
tween 1739 anil 1861 aggregated 84,719,­ 
009,000, of which 813,000,000 was pilfered

Good Reasons for *rrec-l'Iantiug. 
It is pleasing to note the vigorous man­ 
ner in which the Sacramento Recobd- 
Cnion is urging “ every man. woman and 
child in California, of physical capacity,” 
to “ plaut a tree on the 27th of November, 
and care for it until it can care for itself.” 
That journal points out, in the most con­ 
clusive manner, the great and lasting bene­ 
fit which will come to the State if tree- 
planting becomes as universal as it will if 
Arbor Day is rightly observed. It shows 
that if the work is properly and syste­ 
matically carried forward, in five or six 
years the north side of every farm will be 
provided with a wind-break that will be of 
inestimable value; that in the hot and dry 
valleys of the interior the humidity of the 
atmosphere will be increased and the tem­ 
perature lowered ; that in lew lands the 
soil will he cleared of undue moisture, and 
in dry places greater precipitation by rain 
secured. It might he added thatalielt of 
forest created along the coast line will inter­ 
cept and largely condense the logs, and in 
a great degree bar their entrance to the in­ 
terior. 
The stand which the Kecord- 
Union is taking is commended to the 
attention of the press generally as 
worthy of imitation and the fullest’sup­ 
port. There is not a man owning an 
acre of land in California, not an industry 
of any description, but what lias a direct 
and vital interest in this question of tree- 
planting. It should be agitated and dis­ 
cussed, and there should be a general turn­ 
ing out on November 27lh to begin the 
work which the coming Legislature will be 
expected to foster and encourage as an 
annual event, by the enactment of such 
laws as may be necessary to secure this end. 
There is a State Board of Forestry, the 
office of which is in the Nevada block in 
this city. It ¡3 suggested to our farmers 
aud others interested that by communicat­ 
ing with tire Secretary of the Board, in­ 
formation can he obtained concerning the 
proper trees to plant, etc., and supplies of 
seeds of various kinds may be obtained 
without cost. The Board states, for in­ 
stance, that it has “ tons of eucalyptus seed 
on hand for distribution.” There is, there­ 
fore. no reason why all who desire should 
not have something to plant on the day 
named which will produce a tree, and if the 
public generally observes the day there will 
he a vast addition to the 'lumber of trees 
in the State.—S. F. GUI, Sept. liith. 
R ailroad Extension.—The Soledad ex­ 
tension of the Southern Pacific is being 
pushed on with very treat speed, and has 
now reached a point forty-eight and one- 
half miles below Soledad. It is expected 
that trains will be running to San Miguel 
on October 1st. The Southern Pacific has 
received so many requisitions for accom­ 
modation on the conditional excursion up 
the California and Oregon to Mount Shasta 
that it will now take place for certain. The 
excursionists will bo taken to Upper Soda 
Springs. It is intended to open a station 
there in a few days, at which freight and 
passenger business will be taken. This 
last extension reduces the staging between 
the California and Oregon line and Ash­ 
land, on the Oregon road, to ninety-six 
miles. Sissons,eight miles further up, will 
probably be reached within another month, 
reducing the distance between the terminal 
points to eighty-eight miles. An immense 
number of men are kept working there 
day and n'glit, but the bit of up-country 
between Upper Soda Springs and Sissons 
is the worst on the whole line. T. H. 
Goodman, who has just returned from a 
(rip to the end of the road, states that the 
scenery along the whole route is magnifi­ 
cent, and is far finer than anything on the 
Central Pacific on account of the wonderful 
variety of timbered mountain and canyon 
scenery. Sissons will probably be the win­ 
ter terminus of the road, but the men will 
he kept working as long as the weather 
permits.—S. F. GUI. 
The Postal Telegraph.—The Pacific 
Postal Telegraph Company announce that 
within three months they will have their 
transcontinental line completed and ready 
for business. The four wires—two iron 
and two of copper—will run from ban 
Francisco to Sacramento, to Marysville, to 
Yreka, to Roseburg, Or.; to Albany, Or.; 
to Portland. O r; to Tacoma, \V. T.; to 
Seattle, \V. T.; to the American boundary 
line, and tlience into British Columbia to 
New Westminster, where the connection 
will be made with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway system. This will require 5.000 
miles of wire. At the present time there 
ate about 400 men at work on the line be­ 
tween this city and Westminster. B. C. The 
Postal Telegraph Company—more famil- 
ir.ry known as (lie Mackay-Bennett Cable 
Company—now operates and controls over 
42,000 miles of iron and copper wire east of 
the Missouri river, in direct competition 
with the Western Union system. The 
completion of the system will give the Pa­ 
cific coast direct connection with the 
Mackay-Bennett transatlantic cables. Pres­ 
ident Henry Ressner, who is now in tiie 
city, says that his company will not enter 
into a war of rates with the Western 
Union.— V. F. Post. Sept. 15th. 


E ffects of th e R ailroad.—The ssction 
of our county, from the Shasta boundary at 
Castle Rock to Shasta valley, is settling up 
very fast with a large population, by rea­ 
son of the railroad living built along this 
route. An extensive sawmill has been 
erected near Soda Springs by Scott & Co., 
propelled by a -10-horse power engine, 
which will turn out an immense quantity 
of lumber for the railroad, and when the 
railroad is finished, will supply this county 
and other counties in this State and Ore­ 
gon, as well as San Francisco, with su­ 
perior lumber, which can be shipped bv 
rail to any point along the coast. This 
firm has a large area of patented timber 
land, covered with the best sugar pine, 
Oregon pine, cedar, and splendid black 
oak, the latter considered excellent for 
making good wagon timber. Other mills 
will also be put up in the great timber belt 
surrounding Mount Shasta, so that when 
the railroad is finished most of the white 
men at work on the road can find em­ 
ployment, secure good homes, or obtain 
situations anywhere in the county at as 
good, if not better, wages than are paid for 
railroad work.— Yrcka Journal.

CALIFORNIA. 
A Cold-Rlooded M urder. 
Livermore, September 15th.—About 0 o’clock 
this mornitíg N. B. Sutton, a fanner, shot and 
killed Alex. Martin near the Livermore coal 
mine. After killing Martin, the murderer coolly 
walked to Martin's home, informed his sister 
and aged mother of the deed, then returned to 
where the body lay and began pacing around 
with his rifle at full cock. Word was ut once 
brought to town by one of the miners, and the 
officers started to arrest the murderer, who, 
after considerable parleying, gave himself lip 
to Deputy Sheriff Shaffer, and was brought to 
jail. Martin has cattle, and they were in the 
habit of -trayiug on Sutton’s land’. For several 
years petty rows were engaged in. The suppo­ 
sition is that the cattle strayed on the land to­ 
day. causing a renewal of the old feud, result­ 
ing in Sutton shooting him in the hack with a 
rifle, killing him iustantly. Sheriff Hale came 
up on the evening train, to be on hand should 
any trouble arise from friends of either party. 
The Van Doren Case—Serious Accident.

1 he first shot glanced from his forehead, 
aud lodged in the ceiling of his room, but the 
next passed through his head, killing him in­ 
stantly. 
D eath of G allagher. 
Merced, September 15th.—The sick man 
Gallagher, brought here yesterday from Miller 
iV: Lux’s canal lunii in an uncovered wagon in 
an unconscious condition, died in the hospital 
about noon today. He makes the sixth man 
brought here for treatment in the hospital iu 
tiie last year in a similar vehicle, under similar 
circumstances, from distances ranging from *J0 
to V) milts, oi.e of whom was found dead in 
the wagon when being taken out. An autopsy 
made in Gallagher’s case developed an abscess 
ou the braiu, w bich produced death. He was a 
mun of powerful physique, showed no signs of 
emaciation, and must Have been stricken down 
in robust health. He was a native of Ireland, 
figed 33. 
Advices from Chlua. 
San Francisco,September 15th —The steamer 
Gaelic arrived to-night with advices from Hong­ 
kong to August 2Lfd, aud from Yokohama to 
September 2d. 
Beltran, w ho forged a check on tho Chartered 
Bank for £30,000. and received tiie money, has 
not yet been arrested. The party who set out 
m the steam launch after th e .Chinese bark 
Kwong Tong, iu which it is believed Beltran es­ 
caped. returned to flongkoug without having 
overhauled the bark. Thougti there is no deb­ 
ilite trace of Beltran, the authorities of Macao 
have recovered the sum of $17,75b in Chartered 
Bank notes iu the boxes of a man named Da 
Cruz, V» inch is believed to be a part of the stolen 
money. Da Cruz has been arrested by the Hong­ 
kong police on a charge of complicity. 
A icport is current here to the effect that the 
Tsung-Li-Yamun has adopted the suggestion of 
Paiig-Vu-Lin. the Viceroy and the Governor, 
relative to Christianity. It will perhaps be re­ 
membered that during the French trouble the 
above-named officers memorialized the throne, 
recommending that us the treaties recognized 
the rights of foreigners to preach Christianity 
openly, tiie propagation of Christianity should 
be countenanced, but secretly it should be sup­ 
pressed. In accordance with the memorial the 
T-miig-l.i-Yamun has issued Instructions that no 
man is to rent or sell ground or shops for toe 
purposes of preaching, without first securing 
consent of the local Mandarin. 
The Shanghai Mercury says : The latest intel­ 
ligence from I’ek-ko-Shu, the scene of the anti- 
Christian riot-, is that one of the priests, Mon­ 
sieur Ouoraeril. and a soldier belonging to one 
of the city regiments, sent there to assist in pro­ 
tecting the mission property, were killed, and 
quite a number of defenders wounded. Many 
of their assailants were also wounded. It is 
.-aid that the Poseigers numbered several thou­ 
sand men. 
The Shell Pao reports Hint at < ’hung-King, on 
the 1st of August, the Christian converts in 
Kiangpel armed themselves, and killed over 
•'IKI persons, and burnt down more than 100 
houses. They also attacked aud burnt the Ya- 
men of the local magistrate, and set free ull the 
prisoners. Tiie rioters are said to be marching 
eastward, aud in consequence of this news the 
shops in Hankow are closed very early. 
Says the Shanghai Courier : We have received 
advices from Chung King, dated the 5tli Inst., 
which are to the effect that fighting was going 
on betweeu the rioters and native Roman Cath­ 
olics, and several hundred are represented to be 
killed. The Roman Catholic Fathers have es­ 
caped to the hills. Mr. Bourne, Her Britannic 
Majesty's Consular Agent, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Nichols nro detained by the Yamen. and are 
not allowed to go out. It is feared that if they 
(lid they would be maltreated, and perhaps 
killed. The populace u*e enraged, trade is bad, 
rice is very dear and the officials are at their 
wits' ends to know whut to do. 
The ravages of the cholera continue iu Tokio, 
Japan, and the adjacent country. The total 
number of cholera coses throughout the coun­ 
try since the first appearance of the disease this 
year, up to date, is 9.0S7, of which 37,511 ended 
fatally. The epidemic is now abating.

Judge lliackwood also declined tie dis­ 
tinguished position, claiming that his hear­ 
ing was not good. 
William Johnston was 
asked to accept, but he could not he caught 
napping, and most decidedly declined. Mr. 
Dewey, of the Pacific literal IVess, proved 
conclusively that the saying that 
ll a 
newspaper 
man will take anything in 
sight ” was not true, for he also would not 
allow them to thrust the honor upon him. 
L. E. An way, of Alameda, said he would 
not accept under any circumstauces. Hav­ 
ing thus gone 
through all the avail­ 
able material without securing a Chair­ 
man, 
the 
meeting 
fell 
hack 
upon 
Judge 
Blackwood, 
and 
notwithstand­ 
ing his protestations 
and deafness he 
was forced to occupy the distinguished po­ 
sition. The Judge seemed to be after all 
the man the meeting wanted, for he started 
in by proposing to put a third ticket in the 
field. 
They could if they desired select 
men from the Republican, Prohibition and 
Democratic tickets, and then give, it the 
undivided support of the farm and Grange 
element. H e thought great care should he 
used in making the selection, especially in 
naming a Legislative ticket. 
A. J. K rail was chosen Vice-President, 
and E. T. Pettit Secretary. 
Committees were appointed upon Cre­ 
dentials, Resolutions and Order of Busi­ 
ness, and the Convention then adjourned 
to ft a . m . to-day. 
The Committee on 
Resolutions were 
hard at work last night and will submit a 
report of extraordinary length this morn­ 
ing. They will report against the adoption 
of the Heath amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion. In favor of State ownership in water, 
the same to be controlled by legislative 
enactment. In favor of welcoming to their 
ranks all labor organizations and all kick­ 
ers from ttie dilTerent political parties. 
The}’ wiil have a lengthy resolution in 
favor of the popular side of the silver ques­ 
tion. They say there should be no private 
ownership in railroads, telegraph or tele­ 
phone lines, but that they all should he 
owned and operated by the Government.

Youthful P risoners. 
Yesterday morning a Deputy Sheriff of 
Yolo county brought from Woodland, en 
route to the State Prison at Folsom, three 
boys, ranging in ages from 11 to 14 years, 
who are under sentence of two years each 
for burglary. Their names were John Cul­ 
ler,William Maxwell and John Brown,and 
their appearance was decidedly “ tough." 
People who saw them freely expressed the 
belief that it was a serious error to send 
such mere children to prison, there to asso­ 
ciate with hardened criminals, leaving the 
institution full-fledged graduates in crime. 
The Woodland Democrat, however, speaks 
of them as follows, showing that they are 
already far advanced in rascality : “ These 
boys are already expert burglars, and have 
no more aversion for a prison ceil than a 
person born in one would have. 
In fact 
they seemed pleased when they found that 
they would be in Folsom for a couple of 
years. The other day they were overheard, 
while discussing schemes for escaping, and 
which conversation would fill a veteran 
jail-breaker with envy at their knowledge 
ot such matters. It was found that one of 
their plans and the plan which induced 
them in a great measure to plead guilty— 
was to receive their sentence, and while"on 
their way to prison with a Sheriff, to pro­ 
cure a sufficient quantity of red pepper 
with which to dose the eyes of the official 
at the proper time. 
When in this condi­ 
tion, as it is arranged, he will be knocked 
out with the nearest piece of car furniture. 
Alter this remarkable performance the 
voting gentlemen will pursue a course they 
have marked out plainly. 
They also dis­ 
cussed the merits of several Woodland 
dwellings in a burglar point of view, and 
expatiated at great length upon the glitter­ 
ing silverware they had seen through front 
doors, and which would he so easy to carry 
off. Such are samples of the talk these 
boys indulged in, in jail. 
Sheriff Beamer 
and his deputies will look after the red 
pepper business, so that at least that part 
of their scheming will prove of little avail. 
Two years' training at Folsom may change 
their ideas of prison life.” 


Preliminary Survey. 
r . G. Everett, tiie engineer in charge, has 
started out with his party on the prelimi­ 
nary survey of the Sacramento Valley, 
Lake and Mendocino Railway. This sur­ 
vey will give the public someidea of where 
the right of way will have to besecuted. 
Starting from a half-mile either north or 
south of Woodland, the line will ran 
almost due west, passing through Willow 
Oak Park and Robert Moore's farm, and 
thence by Madison, in a direct line to Ca- 
pay. It is thought probable that it will he 
less expensive to keep the road on the upper 
side of Cache creek, thereby saving the ex­ 
pense of bridging that stream twice. The 
Directors are to hold another meeting soon, 
when more, definite announcements may 
he made. But it must not he forgotten that 
the final success depends on an increase in 
the subscription. Hon. M. Becktel, of Men­ 
docino county, states that Mendocino is 
solid for the "Cache creek and Woodland 
route, and that $60,00*1 has already been 
subscribed in that county.

If X . were acquainted with the his­ 
tory of school work in tlris Stale, he would 
know that Mr. Swett has contended in 
every way for about ten years to have that 
Normal class recognized anil placed on the 
same footingas the Slate Normal school and 
the State University.

Contracts are Binding. 
Professor William T. Welcker, Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, has issued 
the following circular for the benefit of 
those having charge of public schools: “ I 
beg leave to say to those who have made 
contracts for the purchase of text-books to 
be used in the public schools, which con­ 
tracts shall not have expired at ‘ the ex­ 
piration of one year from the time of com­ 
pletion of the electrotype plates of th e’ 
corresponding text-books in the State series, 
that the Act approved February 28,1885, 
requires them to go into use at that time. 
And, on tiie other hand, the Constitution of 
the United States, in Section 10 of Article 
I., sa y s: ’ No State shall * t 
pass any 
law impairing the obligation of contracts 
® * ° .' 
Since in all matters wherein it is 
legitimately applicable, the Constitution of 
the United Spates is the supreme law of the 
land, it is m y opinion that the contracts 
referred to in the first paragraph above will 
have to stand until the end of the time for 
which they were made. In all other cases 
the State hooks must he used. The electro­ 
type plates of the first reader, speller and 
third reader were finished July 15, 1886. 
The plates of the arithmetic and of the 
second reader will he finished within a few 
months."

State o f California, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen h u n d red a n d eighty-five, two- 
th ird s o f all th e m em bers elected to each o f the 
tw o Houses o f said Legislature voting in favor 
thereqf, proposed th e following am endm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, T en an d E leven of A rticle 
T hirteen, oí th e C onstitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S ectio n 1. A ll property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u nder th e law s of the 
U nited States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained aa provided by law . 
The w ord property, as used in th is article and 
section, is hereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises an d all 
o th er m atters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; provided, 
th at grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, a n d such aa m ay belong to 
th e U nited States, this State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in this State, sh all 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be an d shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of th e realty; and, 
provided further, th a t railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section rJcu of th is article; and, 
provided further, th a t th e L egislature m ay pro­ 
vide for th e exem ption from taxation of ships 
an d vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or m ay tax such ships am i vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, m lieu oí au ad val­ 
orem tax . T he Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in ense o f credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents >f this ¿la te. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sf.c. 8. The L egislature shall, ,v>v law. require 
each tax p ay er in th is State to m ake an d deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u n d er oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real an d personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of thi*» article, ow ned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or u nder 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on the 
fiist M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except T«iiroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, sh all Le assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law . Every corporation 
aud person ow ning o r operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before the first day o f July o f each year, pay to 
the state T reasurer an an n u al tax of tw o and 
a half p er cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin th is State, of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon th e thirty-first dav of Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall bo in lieu of 
all other State and cour.ty taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, rig h t of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling fitock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art o f such railroad, an d iq io n tn e 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
g ag es deeds of trust, contracts or" o th er obliga­ 
tion by W hich a debt is secured ui>o!i such prop­ 
erty. 
All o th er property belonging to such cor­ 
poration o r person shall be assessed a n d taxt d 
as o th er property is assessed and taxed. T he 
gross annual earnings earned du rin g th e year 
ending on th e thirty-first day ot D ecem ber last 
P 
receding, of all railroads, sh ad be, an luallv. 
eforc th e first day of May thereafter, ascerta ined 
and declared by th e State Board o f E qualization, 
u nder such rules aud regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; provided, how ever, th a t 
the Legislature m ay at any tim e pass law s p re­ 
scribing said rules aud regulations. In all caves 
w here railroads arc situated partly w ithin this 
State aud partly w ithout th is state, th e gross a n ­ 
nual earnings ’thereof sh all be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


First- T he gross earnings w hich, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin th is State. 


Second—'The gross earnings w hich, during th e 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout th is Atate, w hich shall 
he ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een this Stole an a o th er fcta'es or T errito­ 
ries. in th e proportion w hich th e num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to**he 
w hole num ber o f m iles thereof, bv th e use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to th e earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin the State, aud th e total th u s obtained 
shall be taken a n d deem ed to be th e gross earn­ 
ings o f such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxatiou. For every purpose or this 
section, except for th e purpose of ascertaining 
th e proportion o f interstate earnings to be addea 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ithin th is State, 
all railroads operated as one sys*em shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third of th e ta x paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads u nder th e provisions of th is section 
shall becom e part of the General Fund of this 
State, and tw o th ird s thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in w hich said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of th e rail­ 
road operated in th e several counties. For the 
purposes o f th is section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, w hen the sam e shall be­ 
come due. or w ithin th irty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have w aived th eir right tooperate 
th e ir railroads w ithin th is State. The 
herein provided for, together w ith such penalties 
as th e Legislature m ay im pose for th e non-pay­ 
m en t thereof, shall be a lien upon th e property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such m anner as th e Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
th e sam e are situated w ithin the boundaries of 
any com m on school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
th e electors of the district, at a special election 
h eld for th at purpose, th e sam e as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin th e distric*, an ything in 
th is article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
A nd all railroads, aa far as they are situated 
w ithin the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or tow n, shall be subject to an ad valorem taz 
for m unicipal purposes th e sam e as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, an y th in g in th is article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


Pec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in th is State, or an y one o r m ore of 
them , in such cases and am ounts an d in such 
m an n er as sh all be prescribed by 'a w . No Court 
w ith in th is State shall have p o w v . by injunc 
tion or otherw ise, to interfere w itn, h in d er or 
delay th e collection of any ta x iai!* u nder the 
form of law, except upon a show i. 
th at the 
sam e property has been tax ed m ore th an once 
lor th e sam e purpose in th e sam e year, and then 
onl> upon p aym ent to th e T ax Collector, or into 
Cotirt, o! a sum equal to th e am ount of one or 
th e taxes so laid upon the property in question. 


pTM-Mcd, th at in all cases actions m ay be m ain ­ 
tain ed against th e T ax C ollector to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid tinder protest. All such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ith in th irty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It sh all be 
the duty of th e Courts in w hich such actions 
m ay be brought, to try them , upon th e request 
o f e ith e r p arty, in advance o f ail other civil ac­ 
tions, and such tax es so paid u nder protest shall 
be retained by the T ax Collector, or such o th er 
officer as th e Legislature m ay designate, until 
such actions sh ail h av e been finally decided. 


N othing in th is am endm ent shall affect any 
assessm ent or tax heretofore m ade or levied, or 
interest thereon, o r an y penalty heretofore in ­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac­ 
c count o f any such assessm ent, tax, interest or 
penalty; and ail law s in force al the adop* ion of 
this am endm ent, no t inconsistent therew ith, 
shall rem ain in full force and effect u ntil altered 
o r repealed by th e Legiclature. T he first levy 
and paym ent o f taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be m ade in th e year eighteen 
h u n d red and eighty-six, and sh all be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for th e en tire year o f eighteen h undred 
and eighty-five. T axation for the fiscal year 
ending Ju n e th irtieth , eighteen h undred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this am endm ent. 


Now, T h e r e f o r e , p u rsu an t to th e provisions 
of th e C onstitution and an A ct o f th e Legisla­ 
tu re, en titled -‘A n Act to Provide for th e Sub­ 
m ission of Proposed A m endm ents to th e Con­ 
stitution of th e State of C alifornia to th e Q uali­ 
fied Electors 
for th e ir A pproval, approved 
M arch 7th, A. D. 18S3,” th e said am endm ent is 
subm itted to be voted upon, by ballot, by ” e 
qualified electors o f tire 5; ate on 


Tuesday, November 2 ,1 8 8 6 , 


T he am endm ent is designated “ A m endm ent 
N um ber One,” a n d th e f.a llo ts used at such 
election m u st con tain th e words, “ FOR THH 
AMENDMENT N um ber One,” a n d th e words, 
“ AGAINST TH E AMENDMENT N um ber One,” 
w ritten or p rin ted thereon.
